Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Millis for the period 
from January 1, 1927 to May 2, 1928, and have installed 
a system of accounts as petitioned for by vote of the town 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of 
the General Laws, the following report being submitted 
thereon: 

The financial transactions as recorded on the books 
of the several departments of the town were examined 
and checked. 

The books and accounts as the collector of taxes for 
the levy df 1927 and for polls of 1928 were examined and 
checked. The commitment books were footed, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, and the abatements 
as recorded on the commitment books were checked to 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted. It was 
found that 42 number of abatements were granted for 
which there were no assessments recorded on the com- 
initment book. Since the collector was credited with 
these abatements in settling the levy, it was necessary 
to charge him with the amount of the abatements so 
gTanted, 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash book was 
footed and the recorded receipts were checked and 
verified by a comparison with the records in the depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with the several 
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The appropriations Account was checked to the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings. j 

It has been the practice for the town to vote appro- 
Priations for salaries and incid the charges 
against these accounts - r re of 
different elected or appointed offi 
Officials do not have s 
use, they cannot proper ly plan their work for the year 
and overdrafts are likely to occur. [ would therefore 
recommend that, in the future, separate appropriations 
be made for each depar lent, and that departmental 
officials be required to keep their expenditures within 
the sums appropriated for their use, 

It was also noted that authority is given the assess. 
ors, by vote of the town, to use the balance in the treasury 
as of December 31 to reduce the tax levy. 

Since the cash balance at the end of the year may be 
Partly pledged to other functions, it is recommended 
that in the future a Specific amount, representing actually 
free cash in the treasury be voted for the use of the 
assessors in fixing the tax rate. 

On examination of the vouchers it was found that 
Many bills were carried forward at the end of the year 
and paid from appropriations of the following year. To 
carry forward bills contracted in one year to be paid from 
the appropriations yoted for the expenses of the succeed- 
ing year is as much a violation of Section 31, Chapter 44, 
General Laws, as if the bills had been paid and the oyer- 
drafts shown on the books, 

The appropriation for salaries should be for the fiscal 
year and all salaries should be paid through December 3r 
of each year.

All of these books and forms are arranged so as to 
simplify the Teporting and make possible a Proper check 
on the accounting of public moneys; also to insure a 
classification of both receipts and payments. All moneys 
teceived from every source and paid to the treasurer are 
also reported to the accounting officer, in whose book will 
be recorded all cash transactions in detail, which will 


furnish an absolute check on the total. 


Journal.—This is a bound book of the ordinary two 
column stock type. It forms, together with the cash 
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book, the medium from which all entries in the general 
ledger are posted, as it is of vital importance that no 
entry shall be originated in the general ledger. 


The journal is used for keeping a record of the de- 
biting and crediting of items in the ledger, such as opening 
entries, budget appropriation entries, the entering of tax 
commitments, the abatement of taxes, accounts receivable, 
and all entries which are not strictly cash book trans- 
actions. * 

It is important that all journal entries state clearly the 
ledger accounts which are to be debited and credited: also

Cash Book (for Accounting Officer).—This is 2 bound 
book similar to those used in ordinary commercial account- 
ing; in this book should be entered all transactions in- 
volving the receipt or the disbursement of cash, in order 
that the total transactions for a given period may be 
shown at a glance. 

All moneys received from every source will be re- 
ported to the accounting officer; therefore, in the latter's 
cash book will be recorded cash transactions which are 
similar to those of the treasurer, except in detail, and 
which will furnish an absolute check on the total. 


Ledger.—This is of the loose-leaf type; when the 
several sheets are properly arranged and placed in the 
binder provided for the purpose, they form the general 
ledger, in which are recorded, in controlling accounts, all 
of the financial transactions of the town.

Classification Book.—This book consists of loose-leaf 
forms with printed headings covering the chief sources 
from which revenue is received and objects for which 
money is expended, with blank spaces which allow for 
additional headings to cover important items that may 
seem desirable. These sheets are arranged in functional 
order and placed in a binder provided for the purpose, thus 
forming the principal source of detailed information re- 
garding the receipts and disbursements of the town. They 
are arranged in a classified form that is generally accepted 
and adopted by accountants and students of municipal 
affairs. Provision is made for the recording of the date of 
the receipt, from whom received, and the source.

Schedule of Collector’s Payments to Treasurer. These 
are especially designed forms for the reporting to the 
accounting officer of payments made to the treasurer by 
the collector.

Schedule of Departmental Payments to Treasurer.—This 
form is for use of the departments, except those for which 
special forms are prepared, for reporting payments to the 
treasurer. 

Schedule of Treasurer’s Receipts.— The treasurer will 
use these forms in reporting the cash receipts to the 
accounting officer. They form the basis of the debit en- 
tries in the accounting officer's cash book, and together 
with the schedules of payments to the treasurer, serve as 
an automatic check on the cash account, furnishing the 
accounting officer with the necessary information for keep- 
ing his accounts up to date at all times and also enabling 
statements to be drawn off showing actual cash trans- 
actions.

To the Citizens of Millis: 

Your water commissioners ate working under the plan 
of improving and extending the water system as much as 
possible each year and as our motiey will allow. This 
last year we made sevetal improverenits out of the earn- 
ings of the department such as laying 200 feet of 6 inch 
pipe on Auburtt Road, 600 feet on Van Kleeck Road, 725 
feet on Village Street, along with several other smaller 
improvements. 

Our financial condition is such that the town should be 
fully reimbursed for the appropriation asked for each 
year to carry on the expenses of the department, as we 
are forbidden by law to spend our earnings anymore. 

This past year we sent a copy of the rules and regula- 
tions to each water taker. Starting March Ist. your de- 
partment will shut off the water from all takers owing 
any water rates due up to Dee. 31, 1928. 

We would be more than pleased to have everyone look 
over the pumping station as it has been improved a lot 
in the last three years. Everyone should be interested 
in their water system and its source of supply. 

We recommend an appropriation of $10,000 for the 
water department for 1929.

The enclosed annual report is _ 
that we shall all bec« tter acquainted 
Progress of modern education in our community. 


I. The Public Schools of Tomorrow. 

In 1620, life for the Pilgrims was a severe struggle, 
but its duties were comp: ly simp] i 

In 1928, life for the Pi igrim’s descendants is more 
pleasant, but its duties are greatly increased. 

Our schools form one of the leading agencies to train 
us for this very complex life of ti day. We need infor- 
mation from books, from the experiences of others, from 
the latest experiments in science, from manufacturing 
and commerce, and from the increasingly complicated 
social and political life of our citizens. 

Millions of persons in America now see these needs. 
As a result, the following changes are taking place: 


1. Enrolment in America’s schools is increasing 
by leaps and bounds. 

2. Pupils are remaining in our schools later and 
later to get more education. 

3. Employers of labor are seeking those with 
the greatest knowledge and are refusing 
more and more to employ persons under 


sixteen. 
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3. “Massachusetts is making approximately 23 per- 
cent less effort than is being made in the nation asa 
whole” to support its schools. This statement is based 
on the cost of public elementary and high schools. 

4. “Tf school efficien y demands, however, the facts 
indicate that Massachusetts can ibstantially increase 
its expenditures for education before it will have reached 
the place where it is devoting as large a percentage 
of its economic power to sch 


fe je 1001 support as is being done 
by a large majority of the states of the union. 


Other reasons for increased school costs are found in 
the fact that society is demanding the following: 


1. That our changed habits, tastes, and needs be met 
by the schools. i 

2. That character training is of sufficient importance 
to be taught in the classroom. 

3. That, as home discipline has become more difficult, 
Tespect for law and order should be gained at school. 

4. That the slow pupil should not be pushed too hard, 
nor the bright one be dragged down by the dull; there- 
fore more individual help in school is necessary. 

5. That men and women spend one-third of their 
time earning a living, for which the school should begin 
their preparation. 

All this has come during the time that school enrol- 
ment has rapidly increased and while the purchasing 


power of the dollar has decreased. 
As one agency puts it “our schools have become 


‘shock-absorbers’ in the effort to stabilize thought, con- 
duct, and action.”

The cost of many of our modern f. ories runs into 
the millions; the same is true of many schools. ‘The 
factories are places where thousands work and earn: 
the schools are places where thousands study and learn. 
Factory products are now numbered by the thousands: 
educational products have likewise expanded, 

Statesmen, lawgivers, public spirited citizens, business 
men, labor leaders, social minded persons — in short, 
men and women from all walks of life have ceaselessly 
demanded greater service from the schools. 

As the greatest public service institution ministering 
to nearly every human need, education will cost in pro- 
portion to the demands made upon it by society. 

Close students of United States history realize that 
education has played no small part in the tremendous 
economic and scientific development of the nation. 

Greater emphasis laid on the careful expenditure of 
money appropriated for the schools, and more scientific 
application of the principles of cost-production, will 
bring about greater returns for every dollar so appro- 


priated. 
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As educational agents for all the people we are looking 
on our school costs, not as direct taxes, but as future 
investments. The principal — our annual appropriation 
— is being put out to work for the best interests of our 
community. Its dividends are returnable to the com- 
munity in the increased usefulness of every one within 
that community. - 


IV. Our Schools 
A. Projects 


The year 1928 might well be called a year of projects 
in the Millis schools. Keeping in mind our main plans, 
one project has followed on another in steady succession. 

In the field of music, groups have steadily practiced 
in glee clubs, for operettas, for carol singing. and have 
sought to become more familiar with the old favorite 
tunes that have come to us from many ages and lands. 
Funds obtained from public presentations have been 
used to get song books for chorus work in the high 
school and in other ways to broaden musical appreciation 
among the pupils. 

In the field of drawing, poster contests have been held 
with participation in State-wide contests for the best 
drawings. Booklets illustrating great sayings in litera- 
ture, modern inventions, current events, travel scenes, 
and a great variety of the subjects are being developed. 
Blackboard illustrations by pupils in the lower grades 
have been used to bring out special talent in several 
pupils or to arouse the interest of other pupils in some 
form of school activity. 

In the field of debating, great success crowned the 
hard work of our English classes. With definite training

along this line each year, more finished results can he 
obtained. 

In spelling, two of the rooms have undertaken a com- 
petition for’ their improvement. Teachers are Studying 
the best methods of teaching this subject and pupils are 
Working very hard to do better each week. Records 
of each pupil, each row of pupils, and the entire room 
are placed on charts and watched with greatest enthus- 
jasm. It is Surprising to see the many ways everyone 
takes to learn the hard w tds most easily and surely. 
In other rooms, teams are chosen for spelling contests 
covering a term’s work. 

In English, georgaphy, history, and the other school 
subjects similar methods to increase school efficiency 
and make activities interesting are being carried out, 

An all-important project worked on, and still un- 
finished, is our testing program. Under the fine leader- 
ship of the high school Principal, the teachers are work- 
ing On a series of tests, First a group of mental tests 
have been given to gain a general idea of what each 
child can do. Following this, tests in a variety of sub- 
jects will be given to find out what each pupil's difficulty 
in that subject is. Then each pupil will work to correct 
his weaknesses and those will be tested later on to find 
out the amount of correction. The possibilities of this 
method of bringing about more efficient learning have 
long been proved in progressive school systems. We 
expect very helpful results in our classes. 


B. Attendance and Enrolment 


Every teacher is striving to get every boy and girl 
into school on time every day. Often fathers and 
mothers do not realize why we are trying to accomplish 
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this. First, the child should learn punctuality. Second, 
the child loses school work that is important for his 
next day’s duties. Third, the State pays certain sums 
to help the Town and these payments depend on attend- 
ance. Fourth, the State school law is broken when 
pupils are kept out for untiecessary reasons. Do you as 
a parent keep your child out when he could be in school 
or send him late when he could just as well be there 
on time? 

Enrolment figures for the last ten years help you to 
see where chatiges have come. You will note the steady 
growth in our high school registration. Each year we 
ate harder put to it to care for the larger numbers. 
During this year we have béen obliged to make another 
home room where the upper class girls can have a place 
to leave their books and school material. 

Increased enrolment has also made it very difficult to 
separate Classes that are studying from those that are 
reciting. We all know how hard it is to study when 
another group is having class discussion in the same 
room, By making some adjustments we have put study 
groups together and taken them out of recitation classes 
except in one or two instances where it is impossible 
to find rooms or teachers to take care of the study 
groups. 

Two changes made this year because of increased 
enrolment have helped us in making the changes men- 
tioned above. The first was the employment of an addi- 
tional teacher who relieved the Principal and other 
teachers of their heavy loads and gave us opportunity 
to care for the pupils in separate study groups. The 
second was the creation of an extra class room for the 
high school. Two coat rooms on the first floor were 
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made into a teacher’s room and Principal's office, the 
wraps being placed in new ockers in the basement, 
The partition between the original Principal's office and 
teacher’s room was removed and a pleasant room made 


C. Health 

In our varied New England climate good health must 
be the watchword. In several ways we have sought 
improved health this year. 5; 

Careful attention has been given by teachers and 
nurse to daily habits in right living. More attention 
has been paid to getting such habits fixed out of school 
as well.as in the school, 

Health Day last spring was an attempt to present 
to the public some of the plans carried on in the school. 
This year’s plans are being laid further in advance so 
that more efficient health procedure will be shown. 

Clinics of various kinds can be obtained under the 
State guidance and we are planning to have Millis get 
the benefits of some of them the same as other towns 
are doing. - 

A definite monthly program of health activities is 
being worked out in co-operation with the School Phy- 
Sician and Nurse to the end that better organization 
of the health work will be obtained. 

The need for more organized play at recess and noon- 
time is evident to a visitor in our schools. An agent 
from the State Department of Education gave our 
teachers some very helpful suggestions along this line. 
Some of these are already being carried out, Others are 
being worked up for future use. 
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: D. Athletics 


As in the preyious years, ofit progress in this bratich 
of school activities has been helpful and successful. 
Basketball was entered into with great enthusiasm by 
both boys and girls. Many good games were won. 
Those lost were accepted in the spirit of good sports- 
manship. Last year’s father heavy schedule bore wit- 
ness to the popularity of this sport. 

Baseball in the spring also brought out a good squad 
of players and 4 successful season was expeftiericed. 

Football saw a large squad out with an earnest desire 
to make the first team. A lighter playing schedule was 
planned than in the previous year if order not to drive 
the players to the point of “staleness.” Playing against 
bigger schools, our teams gave a good account of them- 
selves iff every gamie. 

The fine feature of our present system is that in every 
branch of sport there is.a definite plan to build up not 
otily a good first team, but also a good list of alternates 
or “subs” for each position. This irisures a continuance 
of good teams year aftet year. 


E. Personnel 


No changes came in our persontiel this year. We are 
pleased to think that our associates like conditions so 
well that they do not yet desire a change of location. 
This: makes for a continuance of the same policies and 
the same smoothly running schools and classes. 

Our teachers aré making progress in a variety of ways. 
Through professional study in summer or winter, many 
of them are keeping up with modern educational prog- 
ress. Thus they are becoming more valuable to our 
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community and to the teaching profession. Unwilling- 
hess or neglect to avail herself of the splendid present- 
day opportunities for professional study is usually fol- 
lowed by a distinct falling off in teaching ability. If such 
tendency continues, it means replacement by a more 
modern and efficient teacher. 

Through new methods and more effici ent ways of pre- 
Senting the subject in addition to their professional 
Study, several of our teachers are making real contri- 
butions to better schools. Such teachers deserve addi- 
tional recognition for this superior quality of service. 

The fine spirit of co-operation mentioned in last year’s 
report has continued since. In fact, among many of our 
teachers there is active Striving to outdo their previous 
efforts in working for better schools. From each other, 
from neighboring co-workers in other towns, from 
supervisors — yes, from everyone, they are gathering 
helpful ideas to carry out suggestive improvements or 
solve puzzling problems put before them.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


January 4, 1929, 


To the Superintendent of Schools of Millis: 


T herewith submit my annual report. 

Our school system is functioning smoothly and well. 
The reason for this cannot be credited to any one 
person; it is due to the co-operation that exists between 
teachers, superintendent and school committee. 
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From our last year’s graduating class 17 out of 22, 
or 60.7% of the ‘class, are continuing their education 
along different lines. This is a remarkable showing. 


Usually, the boys and girls start their high school 
education without the least idea of what they may do 
later in life; they are too young to decide. In some 
cases the parents insist on their children doing school 
work at home, and good work in general. A large group, 
however, have to be driven by the teachers or kept after 
school to do their daily tasks, and this group fails or 
barely passes. It often happens that a few of this group 
drag along until their junior, or even their senior years. 
Then, suddenly, a change takes place. They see what 
they wish to do after high school and acquire a definite 
aim in life, either in the line of special training or college. 
They come to the principal with the story, and they and 
their people think they can carry out their wishes, per- 
haps because someone else has done it. Here comes our 
problem. These children now go seriously to work be- 
cause the definite aim is there. But often they try to 
attain that aim in one or two years with the first two 
or three years of high school nearly wasted. How are 
we to help them sufficiently to overcome this handicap? 
The story simmers down to one fact. Parents should 
see that their children do a reasonable amount of work 
at all times. Then such a situation could not arise. 
When a boy or girl says “I haven't any home work to- 
night” or “I did my home work in school,” think it over 
a bit, and then if the marks are not what they should be, 
insist on the books coming home and check up once 
in a while. 

One of the first accomplishments of the new school 
year was the establishment of a social program, out- 


lining the various major social activities for the year and

The Senior Stunt Night was a new activity this year. 
This sort of thing will be continued as it gives the boys 
and girls a chance to try themselves out and limber up, 
and often they find they can do what they thought to be 
impossible for themselves. 

Last year on Saturday, May 19, the members of the 
Senior class, with three teachers present, started for 
Washington, D.C. We arrived there about 7:30 Sunday 
morning and were immediately met by our bus, already 
hired. The day was spent in taking a glimpse at the 
many interesting points of the city as far as time would 
permit. At 6:P. M. we took the train again for Boston, 
and arrived in Millis at 8:30, Monday morning. 

The mothers of the members of the Senior class co- 
operated by putting on a supper in the Grange Hall that 
contributed greatly to the Washington trip fund. Mrs. 
Wambolt was the leader in this enterprise, and this 
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lost one game with Hopedale, winning the other. But 
,0n a percentage basis of games played, we won the 
League trophy. 

In basketball both girls’ and boys’ teams enjoyed a 
successful season. We are obl; ed to hire a hall,. which 
makes this winter Sport seem expensive, but we came 
Out very well financially last year. A few high schools 
have tried to substitute hockey for basketball, but our 
changeable winter weather does not permit this idea 
to work out successfully. ‘ ; 

Our football season was a success from the standpoint 
of training, sportsmanship and stick-to-it-tive-ness, as 
well as of winning of games. 

The work carried on in domestic science is voluntary 
on the part of the teachers, and the girls seem to be very 
much interested. Miss Cook from the N rfolk Agricul- 
tural School visits the classes once a month, and at the 
end of the year awards the prizes in sewing and cooking, 


Miss Ehnes hands me the following report: 

“During the past three years a Sewing Club has been 
conducted in the Millis High School ‘Building. At first 
any girl in the grades- from five through eight was al- 
lowed to join, but last year there were so many wishing 
to join that the sewing had to be limited to grades five 
and six. Last year there were 24 members. The aprons,. 
towels and pieces of undergarments made by these girls 
and placed on exhibit in May drew the attention of many 
visitors. Each year our children are getting more and 
more enthusiastic about domestic arts. In fact this year 
has reached a climax in our sewing work, for when 
enrollment time came we found a 100% enrollment in 
§rades five and six, making a group of 33 little girls all 
anxious to learn how to sew. Of course it is impossible

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Tt is with a keen sense of pleasure that I submit my 
third annual report as supervisor of music in the Millis 
Public Schools. Throughout the grades there is a feel- 
ing of progress in the development of music, noticeable 
first in the growing enjoyment in the work of the pupils 
themselves. The children are acquiring more and more 
a sensé of real enjoyment of the art, tather than an atti- 
tude of difficult attention to a compulsory subject which 
So often prevails in a group of children of such varied 
interests. : : 

Since the last report, the music department has been 
responsible for the production of the operetta “Miss 
Cherryblossom,” a Japanese musical comedy which met 
with the enthusiastic approval and support of the towns- 
people, and netted sufficient proceeds to substantially 
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still shorter exhibition of folk dancing by the boys and 
girls of the fifth, sixth and seventh grades, ; 

Our Senior High School Girl’s Glee Club continues its 
“usual enthusiastic routine. This year the group is com- 
prised of three upper classes only, a great ‘majority 
of the girls in this section holding active membership. 

For the Junior High School girls, another Glee Club 
his been organized, and has already made itself con- 
spicuous by its quota of delightful young voices and its 
aptitude for learning new music. Continuing another 
organization of several years, the fifth and sixth grade 
glee club is doing splendid work. In addition to its regu- 
lar program, it is entertained almost every week by one 
or two students of piano or elocution. This not only 
proves of benefit to the little performer, but teaches 
the club as a whole to be a quiet and attentive audience, 
It is recommended that all pupils in these grades who 
are studying any instrument or taking lessons in elocu- 
tion be encouraged to volunteer to perform at these club 
meetings. 

A new venture this year is the folk dancing. There 
are separate classes for boys and girls, and a much 
larger attendance than anticipated has proven almost a 
handicap, since our quarters are small and our time 
limited to the recess periods. This does not encroach 
upon the English folk-dancing class held every year 
by the Girl Scouts. Our classes are attempting only the 
simpler Swedish and Danish dances, with a few aesthetic 
exercises for the girls and marching rhythms and sailor's 
hornpipe for the boys. We hope to appear favorably 
in the exhibition, as well as to assist in the May Day

REPORT OF PHYSICIAN 
To the Superintendent of Schools of Millis: 

Report of School Physician 19271928, 

General Physical examination of all children in grades 
T and VIII inclusive showed improvement over di- 
tions found in previous years. There were 19 children 
that were 10% or more underweight. This represented 
between 6 and 7% of the gtammar school population. 

The teeth, tonsils and adenoids represented the largest 
number of defects in need of correction. A check up by 
the school nurse indicated a satisfactory response to the 
notices given out regarding these conditions. 

Next were numerous cases of poor posture which 
occurred fully as often in children of normal weight 
as in those who were underweight. 

There were fewer injuries received in athletics than 
during former years, due in a large part I believe to the 
longer period of training under the supervision of a 
coach. The injuries received were for the most part 
of a minor nature, with no lasting after effects. 

In June about one-half of the children, who were to 
enter the primary grade in the fall, were given the pro- 
tective inoculations against diphtheria.

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. REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The subject of Health in the Schools is becoming more 
important every year. 

Our aim this year has been Prevention of Sickness, 
and I have found hearty co-operation on the part of the 
pupils, teachers, and parents. We have had very few 
cases of contagious diseases, only three accidents, and 
very few colds, which shows our teachings on prevent- 
ative work are of much value. I have made 497 home 
visits, a part of which was to get the histories for the 
State Clinic which comes to Millis, January 4, 1929. 

All pupils from Grades 1 to 8 were weighed and 
measured every two months afid at the end of June 
only 12 were found to be 10% underweight. They were 
also given a physical examination, the results of which 
were 29 defective throats and 15 with defective teeth. 
Seven of these pupils had their teeth taken care of, 
which left only 8 with defective teeth in May when we 
held the May Health Day. All pupils, including students 
in high school, had their eyes and ears tested, and notices 
of defects were sent to the parents. 

A Pre-School Clinic was held in May for those chil- 
dren who would enter school in the fall. Sixteen children 
were given a thorough physical examination and Toxin 
Anti-toxin was given. The State advocates holding this 
Clinic every year in order that the first grade children 
may enter school 100% in health. 

We held our Health May Day in the Town Park on 
May 27. 
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210 pupils won the Weight Tags 

180 pupils won the Posture Tags 

202 pupils won the Teeth Tags
